2. (U) Purpose: The purpose of the progress report Is to provide

3. (S/ORCON) Introduction: Sometime during the month of October .1978, 

ijifit* Colonel A. W. Hamel, ADCSOPS-HUMINT , INSCOM, was tasked by the DCSOPS, 

INSCOM, to provide a Project Officer for a new program that INSCOM was , 
becoming involved in at the direction of the ACS I. Major Murray B. Watt, 
PPPA, ADCSOPS-HUMINT, was selected to be the INSCOM Project Manager (PM) 
and on 27 October 1978 was so notified.
